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MEAP 
scores 
improve 


A new school was not the only 
thing that greeted students and staff 
at East Jordan Schools last week, as 
the Michigan Educational Assess- 
ment Program test results were issued 
from the state last Thursday. 

The MEAP test evaluates the 
writing and science skills of students 
in, fifth and eighth grades in Michi- 
gan. 

To the delight of school officials, 
East Jordan students posted improve- 
ments in all four categories over the 
1996 results. The most significant 
improvement was in the number of 
eighth graders who earned a “profi- 
cient” rating in science. That num- 
ber was up to 24.3 percent from 11.1 
the previous year and above the state 
average of 17.5 percent. Fifth grade 
science scores improved from 14.4 
percent proficient to 18.9 percent but 
was still below the state average of 
36.8 percent. 

Probably the most impressive 
scores were in the eighth grade writ- 
ing test where 91.2 percent of the stu- 
dent were proficient. That number 
was up from 88.7 percent the year 
before. The state average was 77 per- 
cent. Fifth grade writing scores also 
improved from 35.2 to 45.5 percent 
but were still below the state aver- 
age of 73.4 percent. 

Hansen said, “We were very 
pleased that we improved in each of 
the four categories tested. We see that 
as a continuation of a trend of im- 
provement within the district. It also 
shows that our curriculum planning 
process is effective.” 

As for the lower science scores, 
Hansen is confident that improve- 
ment will continue in that area as 
well. 

“ Again, we are happy with the 
improvement that we saw. We are 
confident that the curriculum changes 
that we are implementing this year 
will impact those scores quite posi- 
tively,” Hansen said.

Anyone who has ever moved from one home to another knows what 
a headache it can be. Now imagine moving a whole school and you can 
understand why East Jordan Middle School Principal Shirley Bishop was 
a bit apprehensive at the beginning of the school year. 

“We were a little bit nervous at first, but everything has gone quite 
smoothly,” Bishop said at the end of the first full week of school at the 


district's newest facility. 


The school and it’s staff welcomed about 295 sixth, seventh and eighth 
graders for the first day of school in the new building on Sept. 2. 

And despite opening school without the use of a gym, band room or 
kitchen, Bishop said that the biggest problem so far has been dealing with 


Physical Education class when it rains. 


“The kids have been really good. They seem to be excited.” 
The kitchen has since been completed. has passed inspection and 


began serving hot lunches on Monday. 


According to schoo] superintendent Chip Hansen the gym will be 
available beginning next Monday. The bleachers for the gym are expected 
to arrive on Sept. 22 and should take about a week to install. 

“The gym floor is finished and the basketball hoops are ready. We 
should be holding basketball games by the first week in October,” Hansen 


said. 


Bishop said students are most excited about each grade having its 


own wing of the building. 


“Tt really is an ideal set up. It will allow the staff to more effectively 
utilize the team approach that we use at the middle school level.” 
The other item that Bishop pointed to was the giant steps the district 


has taken in providing technology. 


“Computers are obviously here to stay and this will level the playing 
field and will give these kids a real advantage down the road,” Bishop 


said. 


East Jordan Elementary School opened its doors to about 350 stu- 
dents this year which is up 20 from last spring. East Jordan High School 
is up about 10 students to 580. As a district. enrollment is tentatively up 
to about 1230 students, which is an increase of 30 over last spring. 

Those numbers are good news for the district which budgeted for 


1226 students. 


“We always try to budget a litle conservatively to avoid surprises at 
the start of the school year,” Hansen said.

WWII vets still get together after 52 years

The days are getting shorter and 
the nights are getting cooler, which 
means fall is once again upon us. So, 
the last thing you would expect a 
farmer preparing for the fall harvest 
to be thinking about is asummertime 
event like a reunion, But that is ex- 
actly what East Jordan’s Carl Grutsch 
was thinking about last week as he 
hosted a four day reunion at the Perry 
Hotel in Petoskey. 

While some people are more ex- 
cited about going to reunions than 
others, for Carl, summertime re- 
unions take on a whole different 
meaning. 

Almost every summer for about 
the past 25 years, Carl has been re- 
uniting with a group of men that he 
got to know more than 50 years ago 
on another continent. The men were 
all members the military police unit 
with whom Carl served in Europe 
during World War Il. Much of what 
Carl’s unit did was traffic control— 
which might seem like an easy as- 
signment — unless you are directing 


tanks, trucks and artillery on Omaha | 


Beach on D-Day. 

During his tour of duty, Carl’s 
unit did everything from guard the 
D-Day invasion plans where they 
were conceived .in England, to guard- 
ing the scene: of Malmandy. Massa- 
cre just after it happened. : 


Carl said, “I remember staying 
in plush houses when we were on 
guard duty in England and also 
spending the night in a hole that I dug 
on Omaha Beach.” 

The Normandy invasion particu- 
larly stands out well in Carl’s 
memory. 

“T remember before the invasion 
they gave us each $4 worth of Francs 
for spending money once we landed. 
1 also remember circling in our boat 
off shore for a couple hours waiting 
to land because the fighting was too 
heavy on the beach,” Carl said. 

Carl said that although some 
were wounded, not one of the 192 
men in his unit were killed in action. 

Carl was drafted into the army 
in 1942. He originally was trained as 
amachine gunner, but then was asked 
to serve in the military police unit. 
Carl served in England, France, Bel- 
gium, and Germany before returning 
home some 20 months later. ; 

The four day reunion was held 
last week-in Petoskey marked the 
fourth time Carl has hosted the re- 
union. The reunion has been held in 
many places throughout the United 
States. - 

This year’s reunion drew only 


Of the 192 men who served in 
Carl’s unit, only about 50 are still 
alive and Carl is the only one of the 
seven men from Michigan in his unit 
still living. 

“T guess that’s part of the reason 
we try to make sure we go. You never 
know. Besides,” Carl said, ““we have 


nine members who came from as.far : am 


away as California, Massachusetts, 
Virginia, North Carolina, and Ala- 
bama. But in the past, the reunion has 
drawn as many as 33.

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City submits grant request for new Boyne soccer fields 


The city is proposing to build three new soccer fields next to Park View Apartments. The 
property is part of Avalanche Park. 


In past years, Boyne Area 4-H 
Youth Soccer has had to use a shoe 
horn to squeeze all its teams onto the 
few fields available at the elementary 
and high school. 

This season, it's different, and in 
future years soccer may have fields 
of its own, if a recreation grant the 
city recently submitted is approved 
by the Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources Trust Fund. 

The city is proposing to build 
three full-sized soccer fields, along 
with the supporting infrastructure 
which includes an access road, park- 
ing, drainage and water line. The city 
proposes to build the fields off Divi- 
sion Street, next to Park View Apart- 
ments. The land is part of Avalanche 
Park, a 320-acre recreation area 
owned by the city. 

The fields would be regulation- 
size soccer fields, measuring 360' by 
225'. They would be positioned to run 
east and west. 

Development of the soccer 
ficlds, as written in the grant request, 
will impact 20 acres of the 320 acre 
park and will create another entrance 
into Avalanche.

fields is $302,000. The city is asking 
for $164,250 from the Natural Re- 
sources Trust Fund. The city will 
match the remaining balance of 
$137,500, of which $10,000 will 
come from the city general fund and 
$127,500 would be the value of do- 
nated materials and labor.

A wild start to the season 


If the first quarter of last Friday's 
game against visiting Rudyard was 
an indication of what was to follow.
